Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report form for Plot 5 Row F Grave 19 lists an UNKNOWN 
BURIED 16 April 1917 from the 31 st Canadian Battalion. 

A detailed review of the records clearly indicates that these are the remains of Private 
William Doleman #19116; the only unknown member of the battalion that died at the 
Field Ambulance and was buried directly ( i.e . not exhumed and buried) into the 
cemetery. All others have known burial locations or were lost on the battlefield and thus 
could only be recovered later through exhumation and concentration. This was a direct 
burial. 
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Details of Findings: 

The findings are conclusive that the remains in Plot 5 Row F Grave 19 of the Ecoivres 
Military Cemetery are those of Private William Doleman #19116 of the 31 st Canadian 
Infantry Battalion. 

The findings are based on the following: 

1 . The Graves Registration Report Form (GRRF) lists an UNKNOWN of the 31 st 
Canadian Battalion buried at the Ecoivres Military Cemetery on 16 April 1917. 
(Attachment #1 ). It is important to note on this particular GRRF that there is a 
notation to indicate when the men were buried “(b)” as compared to the date on 
which they died. Private Pratte #121529, listed immediately below the 
UNKNOWN 31 st Battalion man, was changed to “died” on 13 April 1917, once 
that had been determined. They could not do that for the UNKNOWN as they did 
not know who he was or the circumstances of his death at the time the GRRF 
was prepared. 

2. The War Diary of the 31 st Infantry Battalion places Private Doleman, as a 
member of the 31 st Infantry Battalion, in the vicinity of Vimy during the period 
from 1 4 April 1 917 until the date of burial on 1 6 April 1 91 7 (Attachment #2). The 
31 st Battalion HQ were established at the Berliner House approximately 500 
yards north of Les Tilleuls. One (1 ) “Other RanK' was killed on the 14 th and 6 
others were wounded. You will note the War Diary for the 1 6 th reports that one of 
the men who had previously been wounded had died of wounds. 

3. An extract of Nicholson Map 7 from the Official History is provided for historical 
reference (Attachment #3). The map is marked with a blue rectangle that shows 
the general area where the 6 th Infantry Brigade, thus the 31 st Battalion, was in 
operation in the days following the main assault on Vimy Ridge. Wounded were 
extracted from the battle zone on the light tramway lines from the front lines to 
Neuville St.Vaast and then to the medical facilities further west near Ecoivres. 

4. A period Trench Map depicts the area where the 31 st Battalion HQ was located, 
as previously noted in the war diary (Attachment #4). Unlike other cases where 
the location was important, this information is for reference only to show that 
Private Doleman was in the area when he was wounded and that he would have 
been processed through the existing evacuation route. As his remains were not 
exhumed from a battlefield location, his precise location at the time of the 
wounding is not critical for the identification of his remains. 

5. The CWGC Database of War Dead was searched for two different data sets, 
which we have illustrated here as extracts from the CWGC database (Attachment 
#5). The first table lists the men of the 31 st Battalion that died between April 13, 
1917 and April 16, 1917 that may have been processed at the Field Ambulances. 
The second table lists the men of the 31 st Battalion that are named on the Vimy 
Memorial from April 9 th to April 14 th , 1917, thus representing those that died in 
that period but had no known grave. 
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To begin the analyses of the data we must note the odd listing that shows on the 
page for Private James Fennell #791 115 ( CWGC record) . Although he appears 
here in a search of the database for the 31 st Battalion, he is actually a soldier of 
the 131st Battalion. He died in Vancouver British Columbia on 14 April 1917. 

The first table shows that there was only one man of the 31st Battalion killed on 
the 14th April 1917 who had a known burial location. That was Private Glasscock 
#808906 ( CWGC record) . As noted in the war diary, there were also 6 OR 
wounded that day. There were no reports of killed or wounded on the 15th of 
April, however on 16 April 1917 it was reported that one of the wounded had died 
of wounds. The only person unaccounted for during that period was Private 
William Doleman #19116 ( CWGC record) . 

Private Thomas Evans #101028 ( CWGC record) is also listed as died on the 
15th. His COD file shows he died at the #6 Casualty Clearing Station and was 
buried at the Barlin Communal Cemetery Extension. They may not have known 
of his death when they wrote the war diary for 1 5 April 1 917. Private Morris 
#425099 also died of wounds at the same CCS on the 16th. Private Robert 
Russell #175345 died of wounds at the #20 General Hospital. Although we 
cannot retrieve details on Private Woodger #79472, the fact that he was also 
buried at Barlin suggests he too died at #6 CCS on 16 April 1917. Private 
Glasscock #808906 died of his wounds at the No.1 Canadian Field Ambulance. 
The most important issue here is that all of these men have a known burial site . 

If you add these all up you have all six (6) of the men that were wounded on 14 
April 1917 dead on or before 16 April 1917. The only one not accounted for is 
Private William Doleman #1 91 1 6. We know he died of his wounds on the 1 4th at 
No. 8 Canadian Field Ambulance. He is the only casualty of the 31st Battalion 
that died and does not have a known burial location. Therefore he is the man in 
Plot 5 Row F Grave 19 at the Ecoivres Military Cemetery. 

The second table shows the men of the 31 st Battalion that were unaccounted for 
in the Battle of Vimy Ridge from 9 April 1 91 7 to 1 6 April 1 91 7, and that could 
have been a candidate if they had died at a Field Ambulance or Casualty 
Clearing Station and had been buried directly at the cemetery serving that 
specific unit. In this case Private Fred Davis #696861 was the only possible as 
he was wounded in the face and died shortly after on the 9th. Unfortunately he 
did not make it to an aid station and his remains were lost on the battlefield. To 
be a candidate for the remains in Ecoivres 5.F.19 you had to be a direct burial as 
the only exhumed men buried in this cemetery are 8 men of the 51 st Highland 
Division buried in Plot 8 Row A. 

To summarize all of the candidates, we have the following: 

Davenport #801 30 - KIA NRB 9 April 1 91 7 

Davis #696861 - wounded in face and died 9 April 1917 

Doleman #191 16 - wounded by shell, died same day at No. 8 FA 14 April 1917 

Logan #1 1 51 36 - KIA 9 April 1 91 7 NRB 

Melvin #446966 - KIA instantly by 77 mm shell direct in face 9 April 1 91 7 NRB 
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Richmond #1 8041 6 - KIA NRB 1 0 April 1 91 7 
Teel #696092 - KIA NRB 9 April 1917 

6. The Circumstance of Death (COD) for Private Doleman reports that he was 
wounded by an enemy shell while on his way to the front line trenches near Vimy 
and he died at Number 8 Canadian Field Ambulance the same day (Attachment 
#6). The #8 FA was located at Neuville St.Vaast, where they were responsible for 
clearing the railhead near the Advanced Dressing Station. Private Doleman’s 
service record notes clearly that a report received from the #8FA on 15 April 
1917 noted that he had died of multiple shell wounds on 14 April 1917. 

7. The E-13 War Graves Register records that there was no report of the burial of 
Private Doleman and thus his name was added to the Vimy Memorial 
(Attachment #7). If there were other men of the 31 st Battalion missing during that 
period, who (1) had been wounded; (2) were transported to a Field Ambulance or 
Casualty Clearing Station; (3) later died before 16 April 1917; and (4) had no 
known burial location, then we would not be able to identify the remains as those 
of Private Doleman. Private Doleman is the only casualty that meets all four (4) 
of these conditions and thus in the person buried in Grave 5.F.1 9. 

8. The CWGC Headstone Register tor this group at the Ecoivres Military Cemetery 
does not show the details that are recorded on the Graves Registration Form 
(Attachment #8). There is no indication here that they marked the headstone as a 
soldier of the 31 st Battalion Canadian Infantry. The register is marked with a red 
rectangle for the listing under Private Robert Ramsay #736849 of the 16 th 
Canadian Battalion. Neighbouring headstones were not shown in the 
photographs we found of Private Ramsay’s headstone. 


Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #9). 

Private William Doleman #1 91 1 6, of the 31 st Canadian Infantry Battalion, is the only 
candidate that meets all of the conditions necessary to be the remains in Plot 5 Row F 
Grave 19 and the Ecoivres Military Cemetery. The primary condition was that the soldier 
had to have died on or before 16 April 1916 and then buried directly in the cemetery, 
rather than as a concentration from the battlefield. All other candidates that meet this 
condition have known burial locations. 
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File Note: 

The research on this case came about as a result of an investigation into the location of 
Private Sydney Gould #423027 of the 29 th Canadian Infantry Battalion, the topic of a 
separate report presented to the Commonwealth War Graves Commission, 
Commemorations Team. The research on these two cases is related as it was essential 
to document if there were any “empty places ” at the Ecoivres Military Cemetery where 
Private Gould was located. It was during the investigation of the remains in Plot 5 Row 
F Grave 19 that it became apparent that this was the grave of Private William Doleman. 
This demonstrates that what may appear as an insignificant case can in fact become a 
solvable case.

This “Reporting and RevieW’ attachment is provided to assist all parties in the submission of an 
investigative report related to the identification of the burial location, or headstone markings, of a 
member of the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF) during the Great War 1 91 4-1921 . The 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) receives a copy of this report in the event 
they wish to make changes to the commemoration details. In order to alter the records, the 
CWGC has set out their criteria for the procedure and submission of cases for review, as 
detailed below. The CWGC is under no obligation to make changes based on a report. 


Procedure: 

All new identification cases need to be 
assessed in the first instance by the 
Canadian Agency (CA) and submissions 
should go to their office directly. After an 
initial assessment, if the Agency feels that the 
case is compelling, they will then pass all the 
documentation to the Commemorations Team 
at the Commission's Flead Office. Head Office 
will then review the case and inform the CA of 
their findings. The Canadian authorities will 
then decide whether or not any changes to 
the arrangements for commemoration are 
required and inform the Commission 
accordingly. 


Guideline Criteria for Submission: 

Cases need to present clear and convincing 
evidence to prove the identity of a casualty 
and must not be based on assumption or 
speculation. The Commission's 
Commemoration Team will also consider 
whether the findings of a better informed 
contemporary investigation are being revisited 
and it there is any new evidence to consider. 
By way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of the 
arrangements for the commemoration where 
it is apparent that no new evidence is being 
presented and, a better informed previous 
decision is being revisited some 100 years 
later.
